After four months of 
almost absolute silence, a 
number of high ranking 
politicians and law 
enforcement authorities, 
both here and in Britain, 
have expressed their 
views on the latest 
developments involving 
the disappearance of 
Madeleine McCann and 
the constitution of her 
parents, Kate and Gerry, 
as formal suspects. Both 
the Prime Ministers of 
Portugal and Britain have 
made official statements, 
along with the Portuguese 
Minister of Justice, and 
the UK Foreign and Home 
Secretaries, an indication 
of the effect the 
disappearance of a four- 
year old British girl has 
had on both countries. 

Portuguese Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates has this week spo- 
ken for the first occasion on the 
Madeleine McCann case. 

Mr Socrates, who has avoided 
answering questions concerning 
investigations, broke his silence 
only days after two UK cabinet 
ministers and Prime Minister 
Brown had expressed their views. 

In comments to El Pais on 
Wednesday, the Portuguese 
Prime Minister said he has “total 
trust in the workbeing done by the 
Portuguese police”. 

He added the Policia Judiciaria 
has his full support in “a very dif- 
ficuh” case which he describes as 
being strictly “a police one” 
and not political. 

“The police gave the best they 
have to discover what happened 
to the little (girl)”, Mr Socrates

explained. In what could be 
perceived as a veiled attacked on 
some of his British political col- 
leagues, he concluded: “The duty 
of all politicians is to not feed the 
script.” 

The Portuguese Prime Minis- 
ter was speaking after comments 
by David Miliband and Jacqui 
Smith, Foreign and Home Secre- 
taries respectively. 

The UK Foreign Secretary, 
speaking on the sidelines of a for- 
eign minister’ s meeting in Viana 
do Castelo shortly after Kate and 
Gerry McCann were made formal 


suspects, said he trusted Portu- 
guese police and the “Most im- 
portant thing is to discover what 
happened to Madeleine. 

“The Portuguese justice sys- 
tem is doing its job and the Brit- 
ish consular services are doing 
theirs, but the most important is 
the girl,” Mr Miliband was 
quoted as telling EFE news 
agency as Kate and Gerry were 
preparing to leave Portugal. 

Sources had indicated over the 
weekend that the McCann fam- 
ily had in recent times had a “di- 
rect line” with the Eoreign Secre- 
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tary’s office. 

Meanwhile, Home Secretary 
Jacqui Smith said she believed 
Portuguese police were primarily 
focussed on finding Madeleine, 
despite recent police claims that 
the girl could have died over four 
months ago. 

“I am clear that Portuguese 
police have the objective of solv- 
ing this crime, and most impor- 
tantly finding Madeleine, and 
that is what we in our support of 
the McCanns have tried to do as 
well. 

“This is a difficult situation, an 
ongoing investigation, but I am 
confident that we share the ob- 
jective of finding Madeline, and 
that’ s the most important thing”. 

Earlier Mr Gordon Brown’s 
office had said the UK Prime 
Minister did not regret having 
been in contact with the McCann 
family, but added that there was 
an ongoing police investigation 
and it would be unwise to say 
anything more. 

The Portuguese Justice Min- 
ister Alberto Costa followed 
these comments by expressing 


his “complete confidence in the 
work of the PJ”. 

Speaking in Brussels, Mr 
Costa said the PJ “is investigat- 
ing with all the necessary re- 
sources and what we all desire 
and what we all need is that this 
case is clarified”, he concluded. 

Separately, Carlos Pinto de 
Abreu, the legal counsel for the 
McCann family here in Portugal 
has said justice in Portugal is 
“slow” and “incapable of provid- 
ing evidence”. 

The current chairman of the 
Human Rights Commission of 
the Portuguese Legal Order, ex- 
plained: “Unfortunately, justice 
is not the same for all, it is a slow 
and inconclusive machine, inca- 
pable of producing evidence and 
judgement in an acceptable time.” 

The lawyer was speaking af- 
ter presenting his candidacy for 
the Lisbon District Legal Order 
earlier this week, where he re- 
fused to talk of the case involv- 
ing Mr and Mrs McCann. 

On Monday, after speculation 
hadreachedfeverpitchregarding, 
among other items, blood being 
found in the McCann car hire, the 
Director of the P J made a surprise 
late night appearance on national 
state broadcaster RTPl . 

During the live transmission, 
PJ director Alipio Ribeiro, said 
forensic results currently in the 
possession of the police do not 
confirm that the blood belongs to 
Madeleine McCann. 

He explained that police had 
received “some forensic results” 
from the Eorensic Science Serv- 
ice in Birmingham, but that they 
“are not as exact as has been sug- 
gested by some of the British 
press”, adding however the re- 
sults will assist “the direction of 
investigations. 

“In none of these exams can we 
say with 100 percent certainty 
that the blood belongs to A or B”, 
adding that suggestions the body 
of Madeleine was in the trunk of 
the car hired by the McCanns 
was “speculative”. 

He also said he did not think 
the status of Kate and Gerry 
McCann would be altered by 
prosecutors. 

“I don’t see this as being likely. 
I cannot see the need to aggravate 
their legal status”, he added. 

The judge presiding over the 
case has until next Eriday to con- 
firm, lift or intensify the legal sta- 
tus of the McCanns. 

Mr Ribeiro concluded by de- 
nying any pressure from govem-

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ments, either British or Portu- 
guese and that “British public 
opinion will sooner or later come 
to understand” the reasons for the 
manner in which police have con- 
ducted their investigations. 

As for the McCann family’s 
current status, no bail conditions, 
travel restrictions or charges have 
been imposed. 

The police evidence file on the 
case of Madeleine McCann, who 
went missing 135 days ago, in- 
cludes lengthy interviews with 
the McCanns and partial results 
of forensic tests collected in the 
family ’ s holiday flat and hire car. 

The McCanns returned to the 
UK on Sunday, vowing to return 
to Portugal to assist police in- 
quiries if necessary, but Chief 
Inspector Olegario Sousa admit- 
ted their departure from Portugal 
could hinder the inquiry into the 
missing child, particularly if in- 
vestigating officers “need to con- 
duct new interviews with Kate 
and Gerry McCann.” 

Despite this development, 
“Portuguese law has mechanisms 
to oblige them to testify” if nec- 
essary, noted Chief Inspector 
Sousa, adding that even if the 
McCanns were to refuse to return 
to Portugal for further question- 
ing, an international arrest war- 
rant could be issued against them. 

However, this would be a last 
legal resort by the Portuguese 
authorities, noted Mr Sousa, as 
“the suspects have no interest in 


making their situation even more 
difficult.” 

Meanwhile, a statement read 
out by an emotional Gerry 
McCann after arriving at the East 
Midlands airport outside Not- 
tingham, explained that they had 
returned home as planned. A 
spokesperson for the family 
confirmed last week the 
McCanns had booked tickets for 
a return to the UK for Sunday, but 
suggested that this trip could be 
postponed due to latest devel- 
opments. 

Mr McCann said: “We are re- 
turning to Britain after careful 
thought. We want the twins, as 
much as is reasonably possible, 
to live an ordinary life in their 
home country and want to con- 
sider the events of the last few 
days, which have been so deeply 
disturbing”, he said. 

“While we are returning to the 
UK, it does not mean we are giv- 
ing up our search for Madeleine. 
As parents, we cannot give up on 
our daughter until we know what 
has happened. 

“We have to keep doing eve- 
rything we can to find her. Por- 
tuguese law prohibits us from 
commenting further on the police 
investigation”. 

He concluded by saying: “De- 
spite there being so much we wish 
to say we are unable to do so, ex- 
cept to say this : we played no part 
in the disappearance of our 
lovely daughter, Madeleine.”

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Dalai Lama in 
Portugal 



The Tibetan spiritual leader, the Dalai 
Lama, landed in Lisbon on Wednesday 
September 1 2th to initiate what will be five 
days of public conferences and teachings, 
as well as meeting with Portuguese MPs 
and the speaker of Portuguese 
Parliament. 


Awarded a Nobel peace Prize 
in 1 989, the Dalai Lama will also 
be meeting with the high commis- 
sioner for the United Nations’ 
Civilization Alliance, former 
Portuguese President, Jorge 
Sampaio. 

His trip to Portugal is the re- 
sult of many invites from insti- 
tutions, like the Tibetan House 
of Culture, the Kangyur 
Rinpoche Foundation, the Por- 
tuguese Buddhist Union, and 
Lisbon’s College andUniversity 
for Architecture. 

During his visit in Portugal, he 
will also attend meetings with 
foreign entities, such as Philippe 
Douste-Blazy, French President 
Sarkozy’s adviser, and Louis 
Charles Viosa, French Ambassa- 
dor for the AIDS phenomenon. 

This current trip is the Dalai 
Lama’s second time in Portugal. 

However, the trip does not 
include any official contact with 


the government. 

Some opposition parties criti- 
cised the “real politick” of the So- 
cialist cabinet of Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates in skirting any of- 
ficial contact with the Nobel 
peace laureate to avoid offending 
China. 

Foreign Minister Luis Amado 
said at the weekend that the Dalai 
Lama would not be received by 
the government for “obvious rea- 
sons”, a reference to objections 
from Beij ing whose forces occu- 
pied Tibet in 1959. 

Tenzin Gy also, the 14th 
Dalai, first visited Portugal in 
November 2001, having stayed 
inLisbon, Oporto, andFatima’s 
sanctuary. 

Born in 1935 inNortheast Ti- 
bet, the Dalai Lama presently 
lives in exile in Dharamsala, 
northern India, since he fled his 
homeland in 1959, after the Chi- 
nese invasion.

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Two children, aged eight and 
11, were brutally murdered by 
their own mother this week who 
in turn committed suicide after 
the crime, which has left an en- 
tire community in shock. 

After strangling her youngest 
child, an eight-year-old boy, the 
mother took an electric kitchen 
knife and proceeded to murder 
her 1 1 -year-old daughter by slit- 
ting her throat. 

She then completed the act by 
turning the knife on herself and 
slitting her own throat. 

It is thought the mother, named 
as Maria Helena Campos Costa, 
had long suffered from aneurisms 
and nervous depression. Family 
members and friends, as well as 
the local community in S. Jose, 
on the outskirts of Viseu, have 
been left in a state of shock, de- 


scribing the occurrence as ‘hor- 
rific’. 

A family member, a cousin, 
who had stopped by to visit the 
mother and her two children, 
raised the alarm at approximately 
17h30. 

Knowing the three family 
members were inside and unset- 
tled by the silence after insist- 
ently ringing the bell, the cousin 
made a phone call to the woman ’ s 
husband and father of the two 
children, a local, second-in-com- 
mand GNR officer. 

After speaking to his relative, 
Fernando Costa Gomes raced 
home only to discover a scene of 
tragedy, his wife and their daugh- 
ter in one room, bathed in blood, 
their second younger child in an- 
other room with wounds to his 
neck, indicating he had been 


strangled, as well as having a bro- 
ken leg. 

Neighbours have described 
Maria Helena Campos Costa as 
a ‘reserved’ woman, who was 
allegedly going through a ‘par- 
ticularly bad phase in her life ’ . 

A childhood friend confirmed 
that she had been suffering from 
“a disease related to a succession 
of depressions that eventually 
took its toll”. 

An employee of a local truck- 
ing company, Maria Costa had 
been on medical leave, though 
reportedly carried out her job 
from home. 

The children were well known 
members of a local scouts asso- 
ciation, where it is rumoured 
they enjoyed spending time to 
escape the ‘heavy’ atmosphere 
at home. 


Portuguese scrap dealer 
suspected of stealing US 
president statue goes free 

A Portuguese scrap metal dealer allegedly involved in the purchase of a stolen 
statue of a former US president has been allowed to leave Guinea-Bissau for Lisbon, 
according to his attorney. 

Alpoim Calvao, a former of- 
ficer in Portugal’s colonial 
army during Guinea’s inde- 
pendence struggle over three 
decades ago, hadbeen stopped 
from leaving Bissau’ s interna- 
tional airport a week ago due 
to his purported involvement 
in the disappearance of a 
bronze statue of president 


Ulysses Grant. 

Calvao ’s lawyer, Ismael Me- 
dina, told Lusa his client had been 
allowed to depart for Lisbon af- 
ter the payment of an unspecified 
amount of bail. The Portuguese 
businessman plans to return to 
Guinea at the end of September, 
added his lawyer, but not for rea- 
sons connected to the statue theft. 


Guinea’s Judiciary Police 
have dropped their investiga- 
tion into the disappearance of 
the statue, which was later 
found buried in the ground, 
added Medina. 

The Portuguese scrap mer- 
chant had admitted to police 
that he bought some of the sto- 
len statue. TPN/Lusa

For the past 23 years Refugio Aboim Ascensao children’s home, 
better known as The little Pink House’, in Faro, has followed a unique 
model of early intervention in child emergencies that one day its 
director, outspoken psychologist Dr. Luis Villas-Boas, hopes the rest 
of Europe will adopt. Designated El - Emergencia Infantil (or 
Children’s Emergency) - Dr. Villas-Boas believes this is the answer to 
successfully re-homing and adopting infants who otherwise may risk 
becoming lost in the midst of national and international statistics. 


In an in-depth interview with 
The Portugal News, Dr. Luis 
Villas-Boas, who devised and 
founded El, voices his thoughts 
on early intervention, adoption 
flaws, his hopes for the future. 
Princess Diana, and his disagree- 
ment with foster homes. 

Dr. Luis Villas-Boas has, so 
far, resisted commenting on one 
of the most high profile and 
widely broadcast child cases to 
grip the world in recent years, the 
disappearance of Madeleine 
McCann. He broke that silence 
last week when he explained how 
he disagreed with the McCann’ s ’ 
decision to tell their two-year- 
old twins about their elder sib- 
ling’s disappearance. It is this 


experience as well as decades of 
dedicated, hands-on work that 
has allowed his institution to 
reach the acclaimed service it of- 
fers today. 

Currently ‘home’ to 95 chil- 
dren under the age of five, 40 of 
whom are aged three or less. 
Many are babies and include a 
handful who are just weeks or 
even days old, Refugio Aboim 
Ascensao has reached maximum 
capacity. Despite this, in 2006, 
the institution registered an 83.4 
per cent re-homing success rate, 
meaning most of its occupants 
were in the home for under a year. 

At present, 39 adoptions are 
actively in motion. Of these, 2 1 
of the Refugio’s children will 


shortly be leaving the home for a 
new family, the other 1 8 in the 
process of matching potential 
candidates. Whenever possible, 
the child is reintegrated with its 
biological family. 

“Even in Lisbon, where there 
are nearly three and a half million 
inhabitants, there aren’t as many 
adoptions from one institution”, 
says Mr Villas-Boas. 

“Sometimes all it takes is for 
the council to give a home to a 
couple with two or three children, 
a hospital to give priority to a 
mother who needs surgery and 
can’tlookafter her kids, for some- 
one to help a father get alcohol 
rehabilitation, or for a child that 
is not wanted by its parents to be 


put in the care of its grandpar- 
ents”, he explains. 

“The world of adoption is 
huge, there are many people who 
want to have children and can’t”, 
he adds. 

It is thought that, at present, 
there are between three to four 
thousand candidates waiting to 
adopt. 

Official statistics show there 
are currently some 15,000 chil- 
dren in institutions, though Luis 
Villas-Boas believes this figure is 
much higher. 

However, he does not think 
that the huge imbalance between 
figures is due to ineffective laws, 
but rather out of a lack of com- 
munication between institutions 
and official channels, and disrup- 
tions causedby changing govern- 
ments. 

The current law, revised and 
passedin August 2003, on which 
Dr. Villas-Boas intervened by 
presiding the reviewing commit- 
tee, states that any child in care, 
not visited for 90 consecutive 
days by one of its parents, is eli- 
gible for adoption, “But this 
won’t happen if we don’t know 
where the child is”. 

Dr. Villas-Boas elaborates, 
“The institution must communi- 
cate with the courts, inform them 
and other respective institutions 
whenever a child is brought in. 
This does not happen in Portu- 
gal. Therefore there is a sort of 
child deposit - in the Latin sense 
of the word depositum, without 
leaving a particular place. Here, 
in the Refugio, we are brought 
children around the clock and 
from all over Portugal. We won’t 
take children in at the mother’s 
request because she was going 
out to a disco and ‘work’. Our 
children are brought by request 
of the courts, social security, pro- 
tection commitees or hospitals. 

“We have nine employees 
who work through the night, and, 
if a child is brought during that 
period, even if it came from the 
other end of the country, first 
thing in the morning as soon as 


they open, we inform the courts 
of the child ’ s arrival and wherea- 
bouts. Why can’t others do the 
same?” 

Of the 111 people working at 
Refugio Aboim Ascensao, 107 
are women and four are men. Of 
these, 27 are university gradu- 
ates, and include therapeutics, 
psychologists, nutritionists, and 
doctors. The team is given rotat- 
ing schedules so the children 
don’t create bonds with any par- 
ticular employee. This may seem 
harsh, but, as Dr. Villas-Boas 
explains, “In the UK and other 
countries, including Portugal, 
there is foster care, and I do not 
agree with it. I think it is a mis- 
take. If a child can be placed in an 
institution of this genre and qual- 
ity, where the child won’t create 
ties or bonds and may only be here 
for less than a year and a half, then 
that child will never be given the 
false impression it has a family, 
and when it is eventually adopted 
or returned to its real family, then 
the child will grow up knowing 
one family, the only family he or 
she ever had. Placing a child in 
foster care is like living a lie. The 
children are fostered andre-fos- 
tered, go from placement to 
placement, and after the fifth time 
they are put in an institution. This 
has to be the worst thing to do to 
a child, especially after being ini- 
tially abandoned by its own 
mother or father”. 

So it appears early interven- 
tion may present an ideal solu- 
tion. But, according to Dr. Luis, 
adopting the El model of inter- 
vention is not easy, and there are 
only five other institutions in 
Portugal that have been catego- 
rised ‘ Emergencia Infantil ’ , being 
allowed to use the El logo by com- 
plying fully to the model ’ s obj ec- 
tives. 

“No state or government 
gives a child a lap to sit on. They 
close at five in the afternoon. The 
notion of offering shelter and pro- 
tection to infants and babies that 
are often just days old implies 
continuous hard work, dedication 


from many people, and often 
making tough decisions regarding 
a child or a particular case; work 
that is done day and night, all year 
round. We need more institutions 
to adopt this model of interven- 
tion, and everyone seems to agree 
this is an ideal mechanism. So why 
don’t more institutions follow it? 
Maybe there’s no will or capac- 
ity to do so”. 

Since Luis Villa-Boas took 
over in 1984, some 2500 children 
have passed through ‘The Little 
Pink House’ . It now boasts lead- 
ing facilities and excellent condi- 
tions; heralded an example at the 
highest international levels. But 
it wasn’t always so. “Before I ar- 
rived this was an abandoned in- 
stitution, where the children 
slept in almost animal-like con- 
ditions”. Luis Villas-Boas admits 
that the foreign community’s 
contributions made a huge differ- 
ence to the institution, which will 
soon also receive new flooring and 
is currently being repainted. 

One of the director ’ s long-term 
goals is to extend the institution 
onto an adj acent plot of land that 
was recently conceded to the 
Refugio after lying abandoned 
and derelict for some time. But 
for this, serious funding is 
needed. A recent charity gala and 
auction held in the Vilamoura 
Casino in aid of the institution 
raised some €52. 880. However, 
taking into account the institu- 
tion’s annual expenditure, of 
which social security barely cov- 
ers half, it will not stretch to a 
new building. 

But this is a battle Dr. Luis 
Villas-Boas is used to fighting, 
and he will use any means neces- 
sary to promote awareness con- 
cerning El and his institution, as 
well as general child and infant 
welfare. 

“Children at risk are not an is- 
sue in the Algarve”, he says. 
“Here we talk about tourism sta- 
tistics and bed occupational 
rates. But actually, it is here in the 
Algarve that Portugal’s best pos- 
sible solution for child emergen-

A woman accused of kidnapping a new- 
born baby from the Padre Americo 
Hospital, Penafiel in northern Portugal, 
and keeping her for more than one year 
after feigning pregnancy, has this week 
gone on trial.

Parents of six 
children, the family are reported 
to be from Lousada, and poor. 

After the newborn went miss- 
ing, initial suspicions fell on the 
girl’s parents following specu- 
lation that they had sold her.

cieslies”. 

This has been internationally 
established, following a number 
of awards and accolades that 
over the past two decades the 
Refugio has been awarded. In 
1 992 Princess Margaret declared 
that Luis Villas-Boas’ work was 
on par with the innovative work 
of NSPCC founder Reverend 
B enj amin W augh, and, more re- 
cently, its juridical efforts were 
acknowledge by the Portuguese 
Board of Law, Ordem dos 
Advogados.

by social services, as it rained in- 
side the family home and one of 
the children had meningitis, 
flooded the media.

Reported missing on Febru- 
ary 1 7* 2006, at just three days 
old, it is believed that that night, 
after she was kidnapped, her 
snatcher slept in the car before 
taking her home the following 
day. 

It is also reported that the 
woman took the baby from hos- 
pital in a bag. 

It was, in fact, the woman’s 
partner who denounced the 
crime. After being suspicious 
for a number of months, due to 
lack of documentation and the 
woman’ s sketchy pregnancy, he 
eventually told police of his 
fears, which were later con- 
firmed by V alongo PSP. 


“We were going to invite her”. 

On the day before she died, on 
August 30*, 1997, Dr. Luis Vil- 
las-Boas was in London, where 
he intended to formally invite the 
Princess to visit the ‘Little Pink 
House’. 

Tragically, this never hap- 
pened. But ten years later, the 
Princess ’ s legacy regarding child 
welfare is still as significant now 
as it was then. 

“We are internationally ap- 
plauded”, Dr. Villas-Boas says, 
“but unfortunately, here in Por- 
tugal, we don’t have the recogni- 
tion we deserve”. 

Dr. Villas-Boas’ main goal is 
that, one day, the El model will 
be adopted by the European 
Committee and internationally 
implemented. “Europe needs 
more institutions that follow this 
model”, he stresses. “We have 
proven that it scientifically sat- 
isfies a modem day need. If chil- 
dren are taken into care at an early 
age, using the correct channels.

placed into an institution like the 
Refugio and successfully re- 
homed and adopted within a short 
period of time, then these chil- 
dren will have every chance of 
being fully able citizens, and, 
therefore, there will be less delin- 
quency”. 

“If a child is left in an institu- 
tion, until it is 12 or 13 years of 
age, then its adoptability be- 
comes less and less, though in 
Portugal children can be adopted 
until they are 1 4. Even so it is not 
easy to find candidates. But if it 
is an eight or nine month oldbaby, 
or a toddler, then the overall suc- 
cess rates are significantly higher, 
and we are back to the need for 
more institutions that operate 
following the El model”.

Extending creche network sign of 
faith in baby-boom, says PM 


“Sincerely, I can’t conceive 
that at the end of the [negotiat- 
ing] process we have a situation 
in which Russia has a strong po- 
sition, a strong position by the 
United States and the EU simply 
doesn’t exist”. Minister Amado 
said during a break in the infor- 
mal meeting of EU foreign minis- 
ters. 

“I don’t think we could have 
any foreign policy credibility if 


such happens”, he added. 

He said “the pressure at this 
moment” was focused on Serbia 
and Kosovo to find a solution 
that could “stand on its own” by 
the December 1 0 deadline set by 
the UN Security Council, but that 
the “greatest risk” for the EU was 
“not to have unity” at the end of 
the process, regardless of its out- 
come. 

Minister Amado said he was 


optimistic that the 27-nationbloc 
would forge a consensual posi- 
tion on the Balkan crisis. 

“I’m optimistic about the 
chances of our having a strong and 
well defined EU position at the 
end of this process, independent 
of the complexity and difficulties 
we will assume and with which 
we will be faced in the coming 
months”, he said.

Disunity over Kosovo risks 
loss of credibility 

Foreign Minister Luis Amado, speaking for the Portuguese EU presidency, warned that 
the bloc would lose international credibility if it did not assume a united stance over 


rates. Prime Minister Socrates 
explained how the plan to create 
more creches underlined these 
new measures, and reaffirmed the 
government’ s intent in boosting 
Portugal’s births. 

“To support nativity, we 
must offer couples the necessary 
conditions to reconcile a success- 
ful professional career with fam- 
ily life”, he said. 

Defending that increasing Por- 
tugal ’s births should be a “main 
national goal”, Jose Socrates also 
said that he considers it the gov- 
emment’s responsibility to en- 
sure families that want to have 
children “will not be financially 
or socially limited”. 

In 2004, Portugal’s creches 
offered placements for some 
73,000 children, which by 2009 
should be extended to 1 1 1,000 
places. 


According to Mr Socrates, by 
2009 the government aims to have 
covered 33 per cent of national 
territory with creches, despite 


the European target being 2010. 

“We want to achieve this ob- 
jective on continental Portugal 
before the EU’s deadline”, said 


Prime Minister Socrates. 

After stressing the importance 
of the new measures created to 
support families and boost birth 
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Lisbon confident of final treaty accord despite rifts 



Portuguese Foreign Minister Luis Amado 
has acknowiedged that divergences exist 
between EU member states over the bioc’s 
new treaty, but said he was convinced that 
a finai accord on the proposais wiil be 
reached next month. 


“Despite differenees and some 
remaining problems (in relation 
to the final version of the doeu- 
ment), it’s possible to reaeh a 
eompromise (between the 27 EU 
member states)” at the next Eu- 
ropean summit on October 18-19 
in Lisbon, said Portugal’s No. 1 
diplomat after the first day of an 
informal meeting with his 26 EU 
counterparts in the northern Por- 
tuguese seaside resort of Viana do 
Castelo. 

Amado added that EU heads 
of diplomacy, together with all 27 
European Commissioners and a 
number of MEPs, had made their 
“first political evaluation” “in a 
very positive atmosphere” of 
technical work already carried 
out by the intergovernmental 
conference (ICG), the EU body 
tasked with revising bloc treaties . 

Portugal’s foreign minister 
described his talks with EU col- 
leagues on the Reform Treaty as 
constructive, with all present 
“showing readiness to fulfill the 
mandate” given to Portugal’ s EU 
presidency in June to proceed 
with swift revision of the bloc ’ s 
aborted constitution. 

Legal experts from the EU ’ s 27 
member states wound up the first 
review of the Reform Treaty 
Wednesday, attempting to re- 


solve around 40 points consid- 
ered to be “minor” and easy to fix 
during the first round of negotia- 
tions on the draft document. 

The wrapping up of the Re- 
form Treaty next month at an in- 
formal leaders ’ summit in Lisbon 
and its subsequent signing off is 
the “priority of priorities” of 
Portugal ’ s third EU stewardship, 
which began July 1 and ends De- 
cember 31. 

Meanwhile, Portugal’s state 
secretary for European Affairs, 
Manuel Lobo Antunes said the 
Charter’s approval would ease 
achievement of other presidency 
goals 

Achieving Lisbon’s other 
presidential priorities will be 
“much easier and more produc- 
tive” if agreement is reached on 
the charter next month, Lobo 
Antunes told representatives of 
European Commission delega- 
tions from around the world 
Monday at a meeting in Brussels. 

“All this will be easier andmore 
productive if the (October) Lis- 
bon summit is a success”, with 
approval of the Reform Treaty, 
Lobo Antunes said. 

Lisbon has already achieved 
one of its key EU presidency 
objectives: raising the status of 
EU-Brazil relations to that of a

Portugal hopeful on Europe- 
Afiica summit, despite 
Zimbabwe controversy 



Foreign Minister Luis Amado, acknowledging controversy over 
Zimbabwe persisted, said he had gained “no indication” after two days 
of talks with EU counterparts that Lisbon’s plans to host a Europe- 
African Union in December was at risk. 


From the point of view of the 
Portuguese EU presidency, the 
informal council of ministers 
meeting in V iana do Castelo had 
produced “no indication that 
jeopardises the holding of the 
summit”, Mr Amado said at the 
close of the two days of discus- 
sion on Kosovo, the Middle East 
and upcoming EU summits with 
other powers. 

“Naturally there are ideal and 
less ideal scenarios”, he said of the 
EU-AU apex meeting planned for 
December 8-9 in the Portuguese 
capital, saying he hoped partici- 
pation would be at “a level that 
satisfies the demands of such an 
ambitious agenda”. 

The “eternal issue” of Zimba- 
bwe ’ s representation at the sum- 
mit continued to be a problem for 
some European partners, he said, 
adding that Lisbon would main- 
tain its “political and diplomatic 
efforts” to make the summit, the 
first in seven years, a “success”. 


Noting that the summit would 
be between two organizations, 
the EU and the AU, Mr Amado 
dismissed suggestions that the 
Portuguese EU presidency 
should pressure Africa to sideline 
Zimbabwean President Robert 
Mugabe from attending the apex 
gathering. 

“It makes no sense for one or- 
ganisation to impose rules on the 
other as to agenda, participation 
and logistics”, he said. 

Lisbon will do everything it 
can to “accommodate sensibili- 
ties, perspectives and objec- 


tives”, he added, referring to op- 
position from some quarters, 
namely Britain, to Mugabe’s 
presence at the summit. 

The first two-continent sum- 
mit was held in Cairo in 2000 
during Portugal’s last EU presi- 
dency. 

Lisbon’ s attempt to host a sec- 
ond summit in 2003 was frus- 
trated by opposition to the par- 
ticipation of Mugabe, whose ad- 
ministration faces EU travel and 
other sanctions over Harare’s 
disrespect for political and human 
rights. TPN/Lusa

Portugal applauds 
Morocco elections as sign 
of commitment to reforms 

The Portuguese EU presidency has hailed “the success and transparency” of Morocco’s 
legislative elections, saying the Friday poll underscored Rabat’s commitment to “political, 
economic and social reforms”. 


The EU presidency, in a state- 
ment issued Sunday, also praised 
“the efforts made to assure 
greater representation” for Mo- 
roccan women in the election that 
gave the largest number of parlia- 
mentary seats to the nationalist 
Istiqlal party. 

“The democratic conditions in 
which the elections took place 


confirm Morocco’s commit- 
ment to the process of political, 
economic and social reforms, an 
initiative taken at the highest 
level of the Moroccan state in 
recent years”, the statement 
said. 

Only 37 percent of the North 
African country’s 15.5 million 
voters cast ballots in Friday’s 


polls. 

According to official results, 
the conservative Istiqlal party 
emerged first with 52 of the legis- 
lature ’s 325 seats. 

The early favourite, the moder- 
ate Islamic Justice and Develop- 
ment Party took second place, 
electing 43 lawmakers.

“The harmonisation of poli- 
cies is essential to manage the 
flow” of would-be immigrants 
and political refugees, Antonio 
Guterres told journalists on the 
sidelines of a conference in Lis- 
bon of EU lawmakers responsi- 
ble for justice and interior affairs 
policies. 

Noting there were “more and 
more flows of refugee immi- 
grants”, the high commissioner 
said EU member states should 
reserve “a significant number of 
legal opportunities for immigra- 
tion”. 

“The markets function - le- 
gally when possible, illegally 
when necessary”, Guterres, a 
former Portuguese prime minis- 
ter, warned. 


“If there ’re not a significant 
number of legal opportunities, 
the conditions are created for traf- 
fickers to make fortunes at the 
expense of the misfortune of oth- 
ers”, he added. 

Questioned on the plight of 
increasing numbers of Iraqis seek- 
ing refuge in Europe, Guterres 
appealed for EU members to set 
“common rules” on asylum. 

He underlined the contradic- 
tion that exists between countries 
like Sweden and the Netherlands 
that accept Iraqi refugees, while 
another EU member, which he did 
not name, refused entry to a sin- 
gle one. 

Separately, Mr Guterres has 
urged Europe to aid Jordan and 
Syria deal with the massive flow 


immigration, asylum policies 


of Iraqi refugees. 

On Monday, he appealed to 
the European Union to give Jor- 
dan and Syria emergency aid to 
help them face a massive influx 
of refugees from Iraq. 

Mr Guterres, addressing a 
conference of senior EU lawmak- 
ers in Lisbon, said Amman and 
Damascus were making “an im- 
mense and disproportionate ef- 
fort” to aid hundreds of thou- 
sands of Iraqis, even at the risk of 
their own “economies and secu- 
rity”. 

The UNHCR estimates that 
Jordan shelters some 500,000 
Iraqi refugees and Syria 1 .2 mil- 
lion. 

He also called on the leaders of 
justice and internal affairs parlia- 
mentary commissions from EU 
legislatures to give emergency hu- 
manitarian aid to the two Mid 
East countries. TPN/Lusa

Portugal laments Poland’s 
opposition to ‘day against 
the death penalty’ 


Portuguese Foreign Minister Luis Amado has said that he regretted Poiand’s apparent 
biocking of proposais for an EU deciaration against capitai punishment, due to be adopted 
next month at a Lisbon conference ahead of the first ‘European day against the death 
penaity’ on October 10. 


Speaking on the margins of an 
informal meeting of EU foreign 
ministers in northern Portugal, 
Mr Amado said: “We regret 
there are differences on this is- 
sue, as it is an area where there 
haven’ t been divergences at EU 
level”. 

Adding that Warsaw’s oppo- 
sition to the Europe-wide initia- 
tive against the death penalty 
worldwide had not been dis- 
cussed at the encounter of EU 
top diplomats in the seaside re- 
sort of Viana do Castelo, Minis- 
ter Amado said the issue would 


be closely monitored by Lisbon’s 
EU chair, which is tasked “with 
finding solutions and consensual 
positions among the 27.” 

Last Thursday, Poland said it 
opposed the EU’s global anti- 
death penalty campaign, origi- 
nally proposed by Portugal and 
Italy, arguing that the issue 
should be part of wider debate on 
life and death, including abortion 
and euthanasia. 

Lisbon’s EU leadership and 
the European Commission plan 
to stage a major conference Oc- 
tober 9 in the Portuguese capital 


to launch the yearly European 
day Against the Death Penalty a 
day later. The event is expected 
to be attended by Portuguese 
Prime Minister Jose Sdcrates and 
European Commission chief Jose 
Manuel Barroso. 

The ‘World Day Against the 
Death Penalty’, organized by 
human rights NGOs, has taken 
place on October 1 0 since 2003 . 

Portugal was apioneer in abol- 
ishing capital punishment and 
the last civilian sentenced to death 
went to the gallows in 1 846.

1 per cent in 
relation to the previous year. 

Destination- wise, Amsterdam 
and Dublin proved to be the most 
sought-after cities, with 19.6 per 
cent more people visiting the 
Dutch capital, and 10.7 percent 
more booking their flights to the 
Irish capital.

Estate Planning An Important 
Facet ofLife 


American expatriates should 
be aware by now that annual in- 
come tax filing stateside requires 
that they report and sometimes 
pay taxes on their world-wide 
income. Any expatriates from 
America who become residents 
of a foreign country must often 
also report and pay taxes on their 
world- wide income to their for- 
eign country of residence. If these 
filing requirements seem compli- 
cated or unfair, Americans who 
pass away while holding assets 
abroad may also owe estate taxes 
- not that they necessarily could 
care from the grave. But their 
heirs may be astonished that the 
Internal Revenue Service can re- 
quire that the decedent’s estate 
file a tax return reporting his or 
her world- wide holdings. 

Presently estates valuedunder 
$2,000,000 do not have to file an 
estate tax return as there is no tax 
liability. But within nine months 
of the passing of a decedent, es- 
tate assets must have been valued 
for estate tax purposes. And 
given that the euro has been worth 
as much as $ 1 .38, an estate with 
European holdings valued at 
€1,500,000 can exceed the 
$2,000,000 limit! 

Estate taxes are also steep. 
Suppose the decedent owned a 
business valued at $ 1 0,000,000. 
After allowable deductions for 


funeral expenses, debts of the estate, and charities, the estate 
deceased, mortgages and liens, could be calculated hypotheti- 
expenses of administering the cally as follows: 

Gross Estate $10,000,000 

Less Allowable Expenses 500.000 
Taxable Estate $9,500,000

Smaller estates are no less vulner- 
able. A taxable estate of 
$2,1 00,000 would incur an estate 
tax liability as follows:

What can be done to lower 
these taxes? Gifts of$ 12,000 per 
donee can be made annually to 
reduce the value of the estate. A 
lack of control or marketability 
discount could apply to lower- 
ing the market value of an asset. 
Fractional interest discounts 
could also be applied to real prop- 
erty. And real property used in a 
trade or business may qualify for 
special use valuation. In our next 
article, we will elaborate these al- 


ternatives.

Short-Term Lets to Holiday Makers

Part 2. When renting becomes a business 


The activity of part-time let- 
ting of furnished accommoda- 
tions to holidaymakers is con- 
templated from two different 
perspectives in Portuguese 
Legislation. On the one hand, 
it is viewed as a commercial 
activity, regulatedby article 79° 
of Decree Law 197/97, which 
governs the licensing and oper- 
ating parameters of Tourist 
Developments. On the other 
hand, it may also be considered 
a short-term residential rental 
activity, regulated under art. 
1 096° of the Civil Code as con- 
templated under the Novo Re- 
gime deArrendamento Urbano 
of 2006, when exercised by an 
individual landlord who rents a 
property on an occasional ba- 
sis within a fiscal year. 

Unfortunately, Portuguese 
legislation fails to sort out 
clearly the obvious quandary: 
how to distinguish between a 
rental and a commercial activ- 
ity To help answer this pivotal 
question, let us examine the two 
extremes of a continuum where 
little doubt exists. 

At one end of the spectrum, 
a tourist accommodation 
agency must itself be licensed 
through “IMOPPI” to conduct 
its business and should offer 
authorised properties because 
of the commercial nature of this 
business activity. Therefore, if 
you use such an agency to mar- 
ket your property, you too 
may be seen to be conducting a 
commercial activity and will 


need either a "'moradia turistica” 
licence within Tourist Develop- 
ments or one of the 
"’hospedagem” (guest house) 
designations in other circum- 
stances. 

At the other end of the spec- 
trum is the situation where the 
owner might make the house 
available to friends or acquaint- 
ances for a few weeks in any given 
year and they chip in a “little ex- 
tra” for the inconvenience. Such 
a practice is unlikely to be con- 
strued as a commercial business 
activity and falls easily into the 
residential rental category. 
Letting Agent vs. Villa 
Manager 

If you have an agent, whether 
in Portugal or abroad, who finds 
your holidaymakers, fetches 
them at the airport, hires the maid 
to make their beds and manages 
their stay, you are obviously in- 
volved in a commercial opera- 
tion. However, if you simply 
have a villa manager who takes 
care of your place while you are 
away, sorting out maintenance 
and repairs, this support in itself 
does not constitute a business 
activity. We will explore these 
implications in greater depth in 
part n° 4 of this series. 
Owner-defined Solution 

What happens in the broad 
grey area in between? Since ob- 
jective criteria exist to readily 
delineate the difference, it is 
crucial not to overstep your 
bounds. In essence, through 
knowledgeable choices, it is up 


to the property owners to de- 
fine for themselves how they 
contemplate their activity. If 
commercial, you should obvi- 
ously get a ''hospedagem” li- 
cence. When this option is not 
readily available in a given 
Council, you will need to make 
certain adjustments to keep 
the activity legal. If seen as a 
residential let, you should 
take appropriate proactive 
steps to defend this position. 
In other words, the nature of 
the activity needs to be owner 
defined and defended under 
the law. In the event of an in- 
spection, the onus will then 
fall on the inspector to dis- 
prove your claim, rather than 
you merely responding to his 
accusations.

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At Petraeus’s level of re- 
sponsibility there is no sueh 
thing as a non-politieal gen- 
eral. He was ehosen by and 
reports to a White House 
whose oeeupant has vowed that 
there will be no withdrawal 
from Iraq while he is in offiee. 
The two Ameriean generals 
who shared the eommand re- 
sponsibility in Iraq when Presi- 
dent George W. Bush first pro- 
posed the “surge” strategy late 
last year were fired when they 
did not baek it. Of eourse 
Petraeus supports it. 

So why are his opinions be- 
ing treated with sueh reverenee 
in politieal Washington, as if 
he were an independent audi- 
tor ealled in to assess the situ- 
ation? Beeause the deeper 
truth is that none of the major 
players is really willing to pull 
the plug on the Iraq fiaseo un- 
til after next year’s election. 
Meanwhile, everybody is just 
marking time and Petraeus is 
their excuse for continuing to 
do so. 

Republicans are lumbered 
with a president and vice- 
president who will not be run- 
ning in the next election and 
who are determined to prove 
they were right to invade Iraq 
no matter what the political 
cost to their own party. The 
party elders believe that popu- 
lar anger at the war will lose 
them the White House in No- 
vember 2008, but they do not 
believe that an open rebellion 
against Bush’s Iraq policy 
would achieve anything except 
to split the party. 

The Democrats scent victory 
in 2008, but are hyper-sensi- 
tive about accusations that they 
are betraying the troops, so 
they will not try to use their 
Congressional majorities to cut 
off funding for the war. They 
also calculate, quite rightly, 
that it is the quagmire in Iraq 
that makes their victory in 
2008 so likely so why deprive 
themselves of the best stick to 
beat the Republicans with by 
shutting the war down prema- 
turely? 

This explains the relatively 
easy ride that General Petraeus 
and his civilian counterpart, 
US ambassador to Baghdad 
Ryan Crocker, have had in 
Washington. All Petraeus had 
to do was promise that the 
number of American troops in 
Iraq would be back down to last 
November’s level by Novem- 
ber of 2008, which was hardly 
a significant concession since 
the US army could not sustain 
the “surge” past next summer 
anyway. 

In effect. President Bush’s 
“surge” strategy has bought 
him two whole years with the 
US troop level in Iraq at or 
above 130,000, but has it ac- 



tually achieved anything else? 
Despite Petraeus’s obligatory 
optimism, the answer is prob- 
ably no. There is no sign that 
the weak and divided Iraqi gov- 
ernment will become cohesive 
and effective, or that the Iraqi 
army will become capable of 
independent operations and 
grow into a truly national force. 

True, the number of bodies 
being found in Baghdad every 
morning is down quite a bit, 
but that is mostly because the 
ethnic cleansing is largely 
complete. The Shias who used 
to live in Sunni-majority areas 
of the capital and the Sunnis 
who lived in Shia-majority ar- 
eas have almost all fled or been 
killed, together with the Chris- 
tians and other minorities, so 
there are fewer easy targets 
available. 

The much-touted pacifica- 
tion of Anbar province, once 
the heartland of the Sunni in- 
surgency, is due to a de facto 
alliance between the American 
army and traditional tribal 
leaders whose authority was 
being usurped by the “al- 
Qaeda in Mesopotania” fanat- 
ics. But that doesn’t mean that 
the sheikhs are reconciled to 
the rule of a Shia-majority gov- 
ernment ion Baghdad, let alone 
to the long-term presence of 
American troops in their prov- 
ince. They are just dealing 
with the most urgent enemy 
first. 

The British are leaving 
southern Iraq to the rule of the 
militias. 

Open confrontation between 
the Kurds and the government 
in Baghdad over the territory 
around Kirkuk and Mosul 
grows ever harder to avoid, but 
that confrontation would break 
the one alliance that provides 
a modicum of political stabil- 
ity at the centre. The parlia- 
ment’s only achievement has 
been to resist the US-backed 
oil bill that would open two- 
thirds of the nation’s oil re- 
serves to exploitation by for- 
eign oil companies: well done, 
but hardly enough. 

One Iraqi in seven has been 
forced out of his or her home 
and become a refugee (2 mil- 
lion refugees abroad, and two 
million displaced people 
within Iraq). US military dead 
will reach the 4,000 mark by 
December, and probably 5,000 
by next year’s election. Iraq is 
not fixed. It is not even on the 
mend. 

The current American troop 
level, and maybe even the pre- 
surge level, can freeze the situ- 
ation for a time, though at a sig- 
nificant cost in lives for both 
Iraqis and Americans, but it 
creates only a very temporary 
stability. Everybody is just 
waiting for Bush to leave of- 
fice and the real American 
withdrawal to begin.

spread to other areas of Lisbon. 

According to a City Hall 
source, the impending action has 
the objective of “allowing traffic 
in the city to flow freely”, espe- 
cially now, during the end of sum- 
mer holidays and children’s re- 
turn to school. Furthermore, the 
targeted roads are considered 
“fundamental” in the 


decongestion of traffic. 

The source also confirmed that 
Municipal police, which, to ef- 
fectively cover this new legisla- 
tion will be boosted by 1 5 0 men, 
would not be considerate, and 
that the operation’s title, ‘Zero 
Tolerance’, is intended to dis- 
suade all double-parkers from 
committing an offence. 


No-Car day for Oeiras 


This Sunday, from lOhOO un- 
til 13h00, Oeiras’ Marginal will 
be completely traffic-free as all 
modes of transport will be for- 
bidden from circulating along the 
Avenue. An open seminar, enti- 
tled ‘Better Mobility, Better 
Oeiras’ will also be held. 

Integrated in an international 
agenda for environmental aware- 
ness-raising, the afore-mentioned 
activities form part of the Euro- 
pean Week for Mobility and the 
European No-Car Day, which 
aims to promote regular physical 
activity as well as encouraging 
people to opt for a healthier life- 
style, dissuading unnecessary 
use of vehicles. 

For this purpose, the local 
Town Hall has organised a 
daylong agenda comprising aero- 
bic lessons, free health checks, 
and the opportunity to try row- 
ing a boat. 

Traffic will also be completely 
cut off along the Marginal on Sun- 
day, so those who would like to 
opt for an alternative mode of 
transport can do so in safety. In- 
stead of driving, municipal au- 


thorities are suggesting citizens 
instead opt for walking, running, 
cycling, or even roller-skating 
along the Marginal.

Speeding fines fill 
Lisbon’s coffers 

Since the beginning of their activity on Juiy 
16'^ this year, the 21 wideiy-reported radar 
spots activated in Lisbon shouid fill the City 
Hall and the state’s coffers with an estimated 
6.8 million euros. 


Positioned on some of Lis- 
bon’s most chaotic roads and 
junctions, an average 1,750 of- 
fenders are detected on a daily 
basis. The Marques do Pombal 
tunnel alone sees more than 24 
offences per hour. 

Since their official launch. 


92,772 offenders were recorded, 
the 6.8 million euros represent- 
ing the total of daily fines in the 
region to be 128,000 euros. 

Based on police statistics, it 
remains to be established how 
many of these fines will be ef- 
fectively settled. 



On the Road Again 
I ’ d been home from Paris for 
only eight days when I had to 
pack my bags and leave Caseais 
again. That was the last thing I 
wanted to do. But I’d made a 
commitment months ago to 
speak in Barcelona at Interna- 
tional Living’s ( 

www.intemationalliving.com) 
“Live and Prosper in Europe 
Seminar” , and I’m someone 
who honors my obligations. 
Plus, this was my first time 
working for the highly success- 
ful company that promotes 
overseas living in locations from 
Panama to Paris to thousands 
of Americans and others who 
attend their upscale work- 
shops. My assignment was 
easy: to speak about ex-pat life 
in Portugal. Before my talk, I sat 
in the back of the plush hotel 
meeting room enjoying flashy 
PowerPoint and slide presenta- 
tions about life in Malta, 
Croatia, France, Spain, Cypms 
and Bulgaria. Talented present- 
ers extolled the scenic views, 
property coups and exotic 
foods on offer. Finally, Portu- 
gal had its turn. Another 
speaker presented a snapshot 
view of life in the North (her 
parents live in Viseu, having 


moved there from the Algarve). 
Then, I was on. I confess to 
speaker’s jitters, normal I have 
read, for any presentation to be 
successful. But I realized I had a 
problem: I had no PowerPoint 
presentation, no glossy slides, 
no photos ofthe Tagus, Caseais 
beaches, green golf courses or 
newly built condos along the 
Guincho Road. And I told the 
audience that, as I began. “You 
can see all the gorgeous geogra- 
phy you want, eat tasty pastries 
to your fill, but at the end of the 
day, if you move to a new coun- 
try you have to build a meaning- 
ful day-to-day life. And that’s 
what I’m going to talk to you 
about.” 

I didn’t want to offend the 
other speakers or to minimize 
their real estate jewels but how 
could I, in good conscience, not 
talk about the realities of life here, 
the challenges and the rewards, 
as an ex-pat with 1 6 years of ex- 
perience? I talked about living in 
a small duplex in the old part of 
Caseais, starting a small teaching 
business, gave out copies of The 
Portugal News, passed around 
one framed photo of my God chil- 
dren at the SOS Village. I was 
aware that my lifestyle might not 
appeal to listeners used to a more 
luxurious way of life, but I said, 
“the tradeoff is worth 
downsizing for, and many live 
more affluent lives than we do.” I 
also leveled with the 30 listeners 
that “Portuguese can be a very 
challenging language to learn.” 
But, I said, “The Portuguese are 
good language learners and Eng- 
lish is more prevalent here than 


I’ve experienced in Spain or 
France.” I told them that movies 
and films on TV aren’t dubbed 
here, probably accounting for 
young people ’ s early acquisition 
of the language. But I leveled, “T o 
truly enjoy your Portuguese 
neighbors and shopkeepers and 
perhaps some Portuguese 
friends, at least one in the couple 
needs to learn the language.” As I 
spoke I saw one couple in the 
front. The man pointed to his 
wife, and I responded, “Yes, 
that’ s how it is in our family too.” 
(I also quipped that as Don 
knows very little Portuguese I can 
easily talk to my local friends in 
Portuguese with the comfort of 
knowing he hasn ’ t a clue what I ’ m 
talking about!) 

I wanted to tell all I could about 
the simplified life we lead here, 
how my U S A-bred materialistic 
values and competitive spirit 
have softened in this country 
which some now bill as “the poor- 
est in (old) Europe.” (And I ad- 
mitted that the label hurts when I 
hear it.) I spoke about the kind- 
ness of the natives but acknowl- 
edged their rather closed nature. 
“In my 1 6 years in the country 
I’ve been invited into only four 
Portuguese homes, I confessed. 
“Despite my early hopes and 
dreams of assimilating easily into 
the local population, my best 
friends are Americans and other 
ex-Pats. We share a common set 
of values. We speak the same lan- 
guage, literally and figuratively.” 

The conference organizer gave 
me the “five-minutes remaining” 
sign. I shuffled through my note 
cards to make sure I had said what 


PatWestheimer 

I’d planned to include. I saw 
words like, “prices, housing and 
fish dishes,” but figured they 
could find all that information 
on the net. And so I ended with 
the phrase, “I came to Portugal 
with no expectations and also 
the knowledge that I could go 
back to the USA if life didn’t 
work out there. But now 16 
years later and after numerous 
visits to more glamorous Euro- 
pean capitals and locations, I ’m 
convinced that I made the right 
decision. You won’t be disap- 
pointed by Portugal,” I added. 
“At least come and see what 
Europe’s best kept secret is all 
about.” 

At the end of the talk I received 
the conventional round of ap- 
plause. Speakers never know if 
audiences clap out of politeness 
or pleasure. But one woman, 
who had sat silent in the back 
the whole time approached me 
as I went back to my seat also in 
the back of the room. “Thanks 
for speaking from the heart,” 
she said. “ I came here for some 
honesty and that’s what you 
gave us.” She said she wasn’t 
sure she would ever settle in 
Portugal, but at least she’d 
come for a visit. I left the con- 
ference delighted that I’d par- 
ticipated and certain that at the 
least I hadn’t misled anyone. 
And at the most I might have 
opened up the doors to a coun- 
try rarely promoted, faintly 
praised and too often misunder- 
stood.

Bikers celebrate in 
protected beauty spot 


Feijoada de choco, or squid and 
bean stew. 

Organised by the Tourism 
and Hotelier’ s School of the Al- 
garve, the culinary event was 
also supervised with expert gas- 
tronomic input from the re- 
gional Gastronomic Fraternity 
Board, as well as the Associa- 
tion of Cooks and Pastry Chefs 
of the Algarve.

At the end of the three-day 
event, which saw bikers make 
their way to Estombar from all 
over Portugal, and welcomed, 
children, the young and the old 
alike, all mbbish was collected 
and the area left impeccable. 

“We made sure that the plants 
and trees were protected, always 
checked sound and noise levels, 
and took as much care with the 
F ontes as possible - as everyone 
should wherever events are 
held”, said the 43-year-old.

SIR, Mr. Thomson (Building 
mania, 1st Sept.) bewails the 
plethora ofbuilding, and the pleas 
for house builders for a rescue. 


My own view is simple: serve 
them right. Unfortunately it 
doesn’t end there. I have for some 
time been moaning about off-plan 
sales (my own book on the sub- 
j ect, plus a good moan on radio and 
TV wheneveraproducer gives me 
airtime). 

There are several problems. 
Off-plan is like a pyramid sales 
system. People are encouraged to 
buy at a discount and then sell on 
later for a profit, or rent out to pay 
the mortgage. Anyone who does 
even the simplest of calculations 
will find that the investment side 
is a recipe for losing large amounts 
of money. The more people who 
buy, the less there are to sell to. 
The more people who buy the less 
there are to rent to. Also there is 
the ramped-up price which is 
quoted as a discount. I can quote a 
dozen off-plan developments in 
the Algarve which are advertised 
abroad at a 15% or more “dis- 
count” when they are generally 
selling for twice the price of a sec- 
ond-hand house. In my book I 
quote a new off-plan deal near 
Guia (Mr Thomson’ s neck of the 
woods) where a terraced three bed 
house with one bath and shared 
pool is selling at twice the price of 
a three bed, 2 bath detached villa 
with pool in a more upmarket lo- 
cation on the edge of the golden 
triangle, which is advertised in 
The Portugal News. 

On the Silver Coast a deal is 
offered (always abroad of course) 
atno less than three times the price 
of a second hand property of simi- 
lar size and more vernacular 
style.When the off-plan buyers 
come to sell they have to enter the 
second hand market, and no doubt 
they get the fright of their lives. So 
what? A fool and his money are 
soon parted. But the long term 
fallout is a crashed property mar- 
ket which affects the rest of us. 
This will start as soon as a signifi- 
cant number of off-plan idiots 
start to panic sell. We will then all 
suffer from the current insanity 
around us. 

Already there are vast swathes 
of empty investment properties. 
There isawhole estate behind me. 
It has been empty for the past 1 8 
months despite the fountains 
playing, and the grass being 
cut.Then there are the foreign deals. 
I can buy the same spec in Mo- 
rocco at half the Algarvean price. 
It’s cheaper still in Cabo Verde. 
And even cheaper in Turkey. 

The answer to a stalled prop- 
erty market is to cut back produc- 
tion, and until that happens we are 
all in the same boat, and I’m sorry 
to say, it’ s sinking. I only hope the 
developers are losing money, and 
stop building. 

It’s our only hope.

There are several ear parks 
within the town and therefore 
parking is not usually too diffi- 
cult to obtain and equally they are 
within easy reach of this impos- 
ing cathedral. Unlike so many of 
the large Portuguese monuments 
the abbey is set within a large 
area that is unadorned by old - 
or new - buildings that might 
prevent you from getting good 
photographs. It is consequently 
well worth looking round the 
outside of the building before 
entering in to see what it has to 
offer, as you will see the stunning 
exterior architecture and get a 
better perspective. 

A statue of Nuno Alvares 
Pereira on his horse adorns the 
centre of the square to commemo- 
rate his leading the forces in the 
Battle of Aljarrbarota for Dom 
Joao I. In 1385 the king had 
vowed that if he won the battle 
of Aljubarrota against the 
Castilians he would dedicate a 
magnificent church to the V irgin 
and therefore, keeping his prom- 
ise it is thought that building 
commenced in 1 3 86 with the new 
monastery then granted to the 
Order of Sao Domingos de 
Gusmao - the Dominican Order 
-in 1388. Dom Joao added his 
own personal touch by adding the 
Founders Chapel in which suc- 
cessive Portuguese kings until 
Joao II in 1495, were buried. The 
monastery is built mainly in the 
Gothic style, although over the 
following two centuries from its 
conception, further building con- 
tinued and therefore the more 
elaborate Manueline architec- 
ture is also very much in evi- 
dence, especially in the Unfin- 
ished Chapels and much of the 
interior decoration. The 
original architect was a Portu- 
guese, Afonso Domingues who 
was responsible for designing 
the maj ority of the Gothic archi- 
tecture with a foreigner, David 
Huguet introducing a more flam- 
boyant style from about 1402. 
From 1448 the architect Fernao 
de Evora added a less elaborate 
style when he designed the 
Cloister. During the reign of 
Dom Manuel I from 1495 to 
1521 the Manueline style first 
began here in Batalha later to 
spread throughout Portugal. It is 
also believed that the first work- 
shop for stained glass windows 
in Portugal was in Batalha in the 
1430s with German artists, al- 
though little now remains of this 
initial work. But windows by 
Portuguese artists from a cen- 
tury later are still seen within the 
main chapel and the Chapter 


House. 

Declared a National Monu- 
ment in 1 9 1 0 and a Special Pro- 
tection Zone in 1911 it became 
a World Heritage Site in 1983. 
Now under the auspices of 
IFFAR- Instituto Portugues do 
Patrimonio Arquitectonico - it 
is open daily from 9.00 to 5.00 
October to March and 9.00 to 
6.00 April to September, but 
closed on January 1 '*, Good Fri- 
day and Easter Sunday, May U' 
and December 25*. The main 
church has free entry but a fee is 
paid to enter the rest of the build- 
ing and the Unfinished Chapels, 
sometimes referred to as the Im- 
perfect Chapels, that are 
accessed from outside the main 
building. 

Y ou enter the church through 
the magnificent arched main 
portal, designed in very elabo- 
rate late Gothic style by Hugeot, 
with statues of the twelve apos- 
tles, six gazing down from either 
side. The lengthy abbey is 80 
metres long with a height of 32 
metres and has three aisles al- 
though it is only 22 metres wide. 
The Founders Chapel is just off 
this main part and holds the 
tombs of Joao I and his queen 
Philippa of Lancaster in the cen- 
tre and their sons Pedro, the In- 
fante Dom Henrique, - Henry 
the Navigator - Joao and 
Fernando on the southern side, 
Henry the N avigator well known 
for his part in instigating the 
School ofNavigation during the 
Era of the Discoveries. 

On the northern side of the 
main building you enter into the 
Royal Cloister of Dom Joao I that 
gives access to the one time din- 
ing hall of the monks that now 
houses the tomb of Portugal’s 
Unknown Soldier that is 
guarded by soldiers. We were in 
the Cloister when they marched 
down at the time of the chang- 
ing of the guard, their feet echo- 
ing through this long silent cor- 
ridor. 

Next door in the former 
kitchen you will find an excel- 
lent shop with many books and 
quality souvenirs plus leaflets 
with detailed plans of the layout 
and information about this beau- 
tiful building. 

It is interesting to see through- 
out this building a large number 
of the hewn stones have a mark 
on them. These are the marks of 
the stonemasons who were paid 
according to the number that 
they produced and we have been 
led to believe that over 2,000 
were employed there. 

The Unfinished Chapels that 


were commissioned by Dom 
Duarte who reigned from 1391 
to 1438 are perhaps the part that 
we most enjoyed. This octago- 
nal building contains on one of 
the sides an outstanding door in 
the Manueline style, the remain- 
ing sides having seven chapels 
that remain open to the skies and 
are also in this fanciful style. 
They were originally designed 
by Huguet and continued by 
Mateus Fernandes although the 
upper balcony is in the Renais- 
sance style and was designed by 
Joao de Castilho. This was left 
in its present state in 1 533 when 
further building ceased. 

In the centre of all this mag- 
nificence is the simple tomb of 
Dom Duarte and his queen Dona 
Leonor. An awe inspiring in- 
complete building but on a 
bright sunny day these beauti- 
ful chapels are perhaps the 
‘jewel in the crown’ of this glo- 
rious building.

■ There are many incredible buildings 
here in Portugal but perhaps one of 
the most beautiful is Batalha Abbey 
that is also known as the Monastery of 
Santa Maria da Vitoria. This is situated 
on the outskirts of the town and is 
reached by leaving the IC2, N1 main 
road between Lisboa and Porto just 
south of Leiria. A point that makes it so 
very special is when, on driving down 
from the highway, you get your first 
glimpse of the magnificence of this 
outstanding building covered with 
fascinating roofs and spires, making 
you desire to see more.

Those things generally are just 
a symptom of ‘first weeknerves’ 
and pass as the routine becomes 
familiar and they gain confi- 
dence.” 


But she believes parents 
should also be aware of the basic 
ailments common amongst 
schoolchildren so they can help 
their youngster fight off infec- 
tion in a variety of simple ways. 

“A few days before school get 
your child into abedtime routine 
so he or she doesn’t start school 
tired and under par. This will af- 
fect the immune system and make 
them more vulnerable to germs. 
Also try to make sure they have 
five helpings of vegetables and 
fruit a day and eat a healthy, bal- 
anced diet. If that’s difficultmake 
sure they have a daily multi vita- 
min supplement.” 

Dr Denning, who’s a director 
of Health Doctors, an integrated 


medical clinic in London, also 
points out that it’ s vital to ensure 
vaccinations are up to date so that 
children are protected from the 
most common childhood ill- 
nesses. 

“Most children are healthy 
enough to fight off germs,” she 
adds. “Common sense measures 
like getting them to be disciplined 
about washing their hands after 
using the toilet and before meals 
can mean they’re less likely to 
get irritating conditions passed 
on by contact, such as worms or 
an eye condition like conjuncti- 
vitis.” 

Follow our school report on 
itches, bugs and infections. 
VOMITING & DIARRHOEA 

Upset tummies are common 
and can cause pain, vomiting and 
diarrhoea. 

Dr Denning says: “These usu- 
ally clear up of their own accord 
and children should just be kept 
at home and given lots of fluids. 


“Parents who’vejustretumed 
with their children from a holiday 
abroad should be aware though 
that if the symptoms continue 
beyond a few days or are severe 
the child could have picked up a 
virus, bacteria or more seriously 
a parasite. They should see their 
doctor who may require tests to 
check.” 

WHAT CAN I DO? 

While your child’s ill, if it’s 
just a normal tummy bug, avoid 
giving them solid foods until 
they’re appetite has returned. 
Make sure they drink regularly, 
but avoid cow’s milk until at 
least 24 hours after diarrhoea has 
settled. If you are worried, the 
symptoms persist or vomit con- 
tains blood, seek medical advice. 
MOLLUSCUM 
CONTAGIOSUM 

Not as well known as nits 
(head lice), but millions of Brit- 
ish children suffer from this un- 
sightly, irritating condition 
which can last months or even 
years. It’s a highly contagious 
skin infection and the signs are 
pinky white spots, often in clus- 
ters usually on the torso, limbs 
and face. Most get between one 
and 20 but some can have more 
than 100 spots. 

When the spots, or lesions, 
rupture they produce a white 
substance which is contagious. 
It can be picked up by sharing 
clothing, towels and also in 
swimming pools. 

WHAT CAN I DO? 

Encourage your child to take 
sensible precautions to avoid 
spreading or catching molluscum 
by getting them to wash their 
hands frequently, and not share 
clothes or towels. 

Dr Denning says: “Although 
it looks unsightly it’s not harm- 
ful and it will go with time. Once 
you’ve had it you do get immu- 
nity so won’t catch it again.” 

Exercise can be helpful in 
speeding up recovery as it im- 
proves circulation and will help 
the body get rid of toxins. 

If lesions become red, inflamed 
and itchy it’s a sign of a second- 
ary bacterial condition which 
does need antibiotic treatment.

WHAT CAN I DO? 

A pharmacist can recommend 
treatment and all members of the 
family should have it, even if 
they don’t have any symptoms.

To stop it spreading, keep 
your child’ s fingernails short and 
clean, make them wear pyjamas 
or pants in bed and regularly 
change bed linen. Make sure the 
family washes hands and scrubs 
nails before a meal and after us- 
ing a toilet.

MENINGITIS 
Meningitis is the inflammation 
of the lining around the brain and 
spinal cord. Meningitis and sep- 
ticaemia affect about 3 ,000 peo- 
ple every year in the UK and Ire- 
land and there are more cases in 
winter than in summer. Anyone 
can get the diseases, but babies, 
children and young adults are 
most at risk. 

WHAT CAN I DO? 

Dr Denning says: “This is ob- 
viously a serious condition and 
needs emergency treatment. The 
best thing parents can do is to be 
aware of the symptoms. 

“If a child has a combination 
of symptoms - is unwell with a 
high fever, sore throat, neck pain, 
aching muscles andjoints, vom- 
iting and a severe headache - they 
shouldbe seen as an emergency.”

DEHYDRATION 

Not drinking enough fluid can 
result in a child becoming tired 
and irritable, with poor concen- 
tration and memory loss - all 
damaging to classroom perform- 
ance. A new survey by drinks 
company, Robinsons, recently 
revealed that over half of mums 
in the UK are unaware of the cor- 
rect amount their child should be 
drinking - six to eight glasses a day

on the golden beaehes to explore 
the island by private bus. 

An hour and half from the air- 
port, we arrived at Sandals

per square mile than anywhere 
else in the world. Dotted along 
the roadside they are matched in 
number only by the numerous 
shack bars selling rum punch and 
patties. 

“The two spirits exist side by 


side,” says the guide with a 
chuckle. And then there are the 
goats. They are everywhere, on 
the roads, in the bushes, up the 
trees, which may go some way to 
explaining the local obsession 
with goat curry. 

One of our many stops was at 
Billy’s, arenownedroadside ven- 
dor in the parish of St Elizabeth. 
This long, low shed houses a 
dozen steaming and smoke- 
blackened pots and here we sam- 
pled crayfish curry and Jamaica ’ s 
infamous pepper shrimp, a deli- 
cacy eaten whole - including the 
shell. It was eye-wateringly 
fiery, and afterwards we doused 
our mouths with refreshing pine- 
apple and coconut water. 

A trip to these parts isn’t com- 
plete without a stop off at Little 
Ochi, in Alligator Pond. Miles 
from the nearest town, it is one 
of the country ’ s favourite eating 
haunts, but don’t expect black tie 
and white tablecloth service. Lit- 
tle Ochi is all about fresh seafood 
- and location, of course. A lum- 
ber and thatched structure situ- 
atedright on the beach, diners relax 
and let their hair down in the pre- 
vailing winds that create white 
crests on the Caribbean sea. In 
the distance, fishermen prepare 
their boats while vulture-like 
seagulls circle above and the ever 
present reggae lulls you into a 
serene and stress-free state. This 
is most definitely the life. 

On many of Jamaica’s lesser 
travelled routes, we found our- 
selves navigating winding, moun- 
tainous roads and lanes so narrow

the bus had to fight its way 
through dense foliage. Although 
Its air-conditioning kept us alive, 
our bus sometimes had trouble 
finding a way through two-foot 
deep puddles of rain. 

In due course, it brought us to 
an impromptu stop-off at The 
Blue Hole en route to a farm near 
Montego Bay. Located 1,000m 
above sea level, legend would 
have you believe it’s home to a 
mermaid or two. To us it looked 
little more than a dank pond. Y et 
the hole is a conundrum for divers 
who have tried in vain to reach its 
murky watery bed, only to be 
forced to yield at a depth of 55m. 

Re-boarding our cumbersome 
bus, onwards we trundled, unsuc- 
cessfully ignoring the perilous 
ravine until we reached Mafoota 
F arm. Here we clambered into the 
back of waiting pick-up trucks - 
but nobody advised our bus 
driver not to follow. 

Before long, came news that he 
was stuck. So after our traditional 
bush lunch eaten slap bang in the 
middle of the farmer’ s crops, we 
embarked on a march through 
head-high crops in search of our 
original transport. As we walked, 
I recalled the words of a former 
Nasa scientist turned peace corps 
volunteer who I ’ d met earlier that 


day: “It’s best not to be in these 
parts after dark.” 

The bus was finally located, 
pulled safely out of the mud, and 
soon we were on our weary way 
backtothehotel. Largely confined 
to Jamaica’s lesser-known roads, 
we missed out on some of the tra- 
ditional tourist haunts: the Bob 
Marley museum in Kingston, Ian 
Fleming’s Goldeneye hideaway 
near Ocho Rios . And there wasn ’ t 
time to try river rafting either, 
another local speciality. 

F or all that, I found Jamaica an 
intriguing, sometimes unsettling 
place. You won’t be bored, if you 
like your Caribbean idyll with a 
certain raw edge about it.

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Food for fuss-pots 



Mealtimes can be terribly stressful for parents trying to persuade their kids to eat healthy food - or 
any food at all. Children's food guru Annabel Karmel has now written the Fussy Eaters Recipe Book 
to help ease that stress. She shares some of her best tips. 


The recipes include plenty of 
ideas for what's normally per- 
ceived as junk food, like burg- 
ers, that kids love but are nor- 
mally packed with fat, salt and 
lashings of E numbers. 
Karmel' s are cooked with the 
minimum of fat and salt but 
maintain plenty of taste thanks 
to ingredients like garlic, 
cheese and honey. 

She says: "Getting children to 
eat healthy food is very much 
at the forefront of people's 
minds at the moment, but mums 
will often give up with their 
own fussy eaters and give them 
junk food. I would rather give 
them healthy junk food." 

Another of her healthy 


homemade alternatives is 
Mummy's Pot Noodles, which 
don't contain salt like the shop- 
bought versions, and are a tasty 
mix of noodles, chicken, peas, 
sweetcorn and soy sauce. 

She stresses that kids are of- 
ten hungry when they get home 
from school because they've not 
eaten much of their school din- 
ner, or have been too eager to 
get out in the playground to 
bother eating. 

"A 'starving' child is a less 
fussy child," she points out. 

As well as recipes, Karmel's 
book gives tips on how parents 
should handle mealtimes to get 
their children to eat better. 

She advises that they should

Three ways to... 

ease a toddler's move from cot to bed 


1. Put the bed in the same 
place as the cot.

3. Take your child with 
you to help choose the new 
bed. 



try to make mealtimes a posi- 
tive experience, and hide any 
frustration, instead really prais- 
ing the child when he eats well 
or tries something new. 

"You may need to ignore some 
bad eating behaviour to refocus 
attention on 
good behav- 
iour - this 
will make 
mealtimes 
less stress- 
ful." 

She also 
suggests 
disguising 
vegetables 
by blending 
them into a 
tomato 
sauce and 
serving it 
with pasta, 
and double- 
bluffing by 
leaving a 
few chunky 
vegetables in the sauce for the 
child to pick out, so he doesn't 
suspect there are still some 
there. And while it's an easy 
option, don't just give them 
their favourite meals all the 
time, she warns. 

"Don't keep giving them the 
same foods that you know they 
like - give them new things like 
mild curries, for example, and 


keep trying new recipes." 

And if your child is pestering 
you to buy a particular food in 
the supermarket, tell them 
you'll get it if they can pro- 
nounce all the ingredients on 
the label, says Karmel. This 
will in- 
variably 
cut out 
many 
food 
nasties. 

She 
points out 
that many 
children 
want un- 
he althy 
junk food 
because 
their par- 
ents have 
given it to 
them in 
the first 
place, and 
adds: 
"Once you've given them un- 
healthy food, it's difficult to 
break bad habits. You need to 
give them healthy food from an 
early age. 

"But if your child refuses to 
eat anything other than junk 
food, chill out. He'll soon find 
there's not much point making a 
fuss if you don't react."

A change of regional plans 


Azul-properties’ Jean Claude Chaufour makes a point keeping abreast with 
some of the latest property-related developments and law changes. This is 
something the agency expects of all its employees; to offer their clients the 
clearest and most well informed service as possible. Here, Jean Claude shares 
latest shifts in developing laws to ensure those considering buying a plot knows 
what to look for. 


As of May this year, the gov- 
ernment has signed and made 
changes to the regional develop- 
ment andbuMing laws experienced 
a real change. The new 
P.R.O.T.A.L guideline-Regional 
Plan for T erritorial Ordainment of 
the Algarve-was distributed to 
each municipality for the respec- 
tive council to alter their own 
P.D.M (municipal own plans). 
According to PROTAL, the mu- 
nicipalities have a period of 3 
months to implement it, but it ap- 
pear that it will take longer, as it 
happen in Portugal. So, Jean 
Claude took the opportunity to 
bring The Portugal News up to 
speed with some of the latest 
changes. 


F irstly , to understand the effect 
of these latest changes, it is impor- 
tant that the different categoriza- 
tion of plots is understood. There 
are effectively many classifica- 
tions of land: urban, ecological 
(which, according to Jean Claude, 
is difficult ifnot impossible to built 
on). Reserva Agricola (difficult, 
butnot impossible to built on), and 
other types of agricola zones, and 
they are ultimately defmedby each 
respective council. 

The new PROTAL measures 
will affect each municipality’s 
PDM,which should be valid for 
the next 1 0 years, but inreality may 
not be. 

F acilitating those with financial 
limitations by allowing them to 
build onplots not intended for con- 


struction (an official lenience that 
was left to each council’s discre- 
tion and applicable only to particu- 
lar cases) will also be scrapped, as 
it is understood. 

Welcome news, as it implies 
more fairness and equality allround. 

In the countryside, all future vil- 
las will be restricted to ground floor 
only, unless an existing ruins or 
houses include a first floor in its 
original layout. This measure was 
introduced to regainmore ofthere- 
gion’s traditional style and archi- 
tecture. Existing projects for 
planned houses that have been 
approved through not yet built 
may eventually be reconsideredby 
councils, who have the right to re- 
futeprojects inpreliminaryphases 
of development. However, should 
this cause significant financial loss 
or is detrimental to the owners, they 
have the right to officially put their 
case to the council tobereassessed. 
However according to Jean Claude, 
one of the main changes affects 
larger scale developments, such as 
private condominiums. Inmral ar- 
eas (countryside) only lands of 
over a certain size will be consid- 
ered for planning permission, it 
does not mean it will be accepted. 

To compensate this, zones clas- 
sified as urban, usually villages and 
towns, will or may be augmented. 
This will have a positive results all 
round as areas that are not yet fully 
connected to municipal mains (i.e. 
drainage, water, electricity) will be 
given more attention as opposed 
to focusing on smaller develop- 
ments that pop up in far fetched 
areas. Regarding environmental 
aspects, this will also benefit the 
region. 

New restrictions by the coast- 
line will mean that any proj ect will 
within a certain distance from the 
coast may have tougher conditions 
in order to protect this sensitive 
area. Jean Claude says that people 
and the authorities are becoming 



more conscious of environmental 
aspects. 

“Lots ofbenefits will come from 
these new restrictions and law 
changes, though like anything, it 
will make some people happy, and 
others not so happy”, he says. 

“I think it shows that people are 


now becoming more concious of 
environmental aspects and of the 
region’ s character, as well as the fact 
there are still some populations 
thatneedmore services, Atthe end 
of the day though, a large part of 
how it will affect local municipali- 
ties still comes down to the respec- 


tive council”.

Baffled by the variety of styles on offer but want to create a perfect 
home? There's no better guide than leading designer, Kelly 
Hoppen, who gives her expert advice on today's interiors. 


Walking into designer Kelly 
Hoppen's apartment home is a 
jaw-dropping experienee - it's 
a vast loft-style spaee eombin- 
ing stunning effeets, but still 
manages to be cosy and wel- 
coming. 

"When people first walk into 
my home, they do have that 
sense of 'wow'," says Kelly, 
beaming delightedly as she 
shows off this blueprint for ur- 
ban contemporary style. 

It has a state-of-the-art 
kitchen area, gym, 'zoned' liv- 
ing areas and roof terrace. Up- 
stairs via a spiral staircase 
there's a 'snug' den and sanctu- 
ary bedroom. 

But she's honest enough to 
admit that the project has been 
a learning curve for her - appro- 
priately perhaps as the flat was 
once part of a Victorian girl's 
school. 

"The whole experience has 
given me even more insight into 
the pitfalls people face when 
designing their own homes." 

Initially she wished she 
hadn't bought the property: "I 
hated it because it was so huge. 

"For months I convinced my- 
self I would do it up and sell it 
on, but slowly I came round to 
it. Now I absolutely adore it. 

"The moral of that is trust 
your first instincts. They often 
remain true, though it is diffi- 
cult to remember than when you 
are elbow deep in builder's 
dust!" 

Kelly, always busy creating 
dream homes for celebrities, 
also confesses she left herself 
too little time fortheproject: "If 
I made one big mistake with this 
project, it was rushing it. 

"Interior designers with their 
own homes are like the cobbler 
with his shoes - we never give 
quite the same care and atten- 
tion as we do when designing 
for someone else. I designed the 
whole of my apartment in an af- 
ternoon." 

It reflects some new devel- 
opments in her style - using fur- 
niture as a statement. "Before I 
used to play with fabrics to cre- 
ate visual shock - now I like to 
do similar things with the forms 
of furniture and objects. 

"I love taking antique and 
vintage finds and placing them 
against the clean lines of stark 
contemporary pieces. " 

In her own space it appears 
she's moved away from her sig- 
nature look - modernism and 
sleek perfection - as she's high- 
lighted the irregularities of the 
period architecture and left the 
floorboards, windows and 
beams unchanged. 

In other ways, it's classic 
Hoppen, with a subtly contrast- 
ing dark and pale scheme of 
neutral colours, white and 
taupe, and contrasting textures. 

Kelly says: "I took inspiration 
from the vintage look that's so 
popular in the fashion world." 
She hung a Perspex Bubble 
chair in the open-plan living 
area to "add fun and character 
to the space... for me that chair 
makes the room". 

While creating what she calls 
her "ultimate dream" apart- 


ment she reveals: "What I have 
learnt is that everybody likes too 
many different things. There are 
so many great products and 
ranges out there that it is easy to 
lose one's way - people think they 
can have it all." 

Helpfully, she's revealed her 
design secrets and top tips in her 
new book, Kelly Hoppen Home: 
From Concept To Reality. It 
'opens the door', not just to her 
own home, but also those of her 
celebrated clients and has inte- 
rior solutions to suit every size 
space from compact to grand. 

Follow Kelly's step-by-step 
guide to designing your own 
dream home. 

Design 

Planning is key whether you 
are starting from scratch or just 
revamping your home, says 
Kelly. "It's not enough for ahome 
to look spectacular, it has to work 
for whoever lives there on all lev- 
els. 

"Be honest. You might fanta- 
sise about metamorphosing into 
a domestic goddess who spends 
hours in the kitchen baking 
cakes, but if the truth is that you 
will dash in, grab something out 
of the fridge and dash out again, 
then the priority is a large fridge, 
not a state-of-the-art stove." 

She advises that with each 
room you design, you should be- 
gin by writing down all the ac- 
tivities you and your family might 
pursue there. 

Let everyone in the family - 
including the children - have a say 
about what they would like in the 
home. "The more ownership of a 
space a family has, the more 
likely they are to help maintain 
it." 

Tip: Look at the space in the 
property as one fluid whole, 
rafher fhan being constrained by 
existing partition walls. You 
might be able to reconfigure it to 
suityourneeds simply by knock- 
ing through two rooms or creat- 
ing an L-shape with three. 

Style 

Style influences come from all 
over fhe place - fravel, resfau- 
ranfs, fashion, history, nature. 
She advises collecting pictures, 
cuttings and fabric samples and 
paint charts that inspire. 

She says: "You can love a mil- 
lion different styles, but the only 
way to get a look right is to edit 
down and down." 

The best way to do this is to 
make room boards - where you 
pin and arrange everything you 
like on to a large board, one for 
each space you are designing. 

Tips: Don't get fixated on one 
fabric, instead try to build up a 
tonal palette of colours. Design 
the look of the whole room be- 
fore you decide which fabric is 
for sofas, curtains, and cushions. 

Photograph furniture and other 
objects you plan to integrate into 
the room so you can decide more 
easily whether they'll fit or have 
to be discarded or stored. 
Furniture 

This is more than a functional 
essential in today's rooms, ac- 
cording to Kelly, who believes if s 
right at the heart of a scheme. 

"People are waking up to the 


fact that a star piece of furni- 
ture can have just as big an im- 
pact on a room as sensational 
artwork." 

TIPS: Bend the rules - mix 
furniture of different styles, 
vintages and textures, and don't 
position it in the most obvious 
way. Symmetrical arrange- 
ments work best in perfectly 
proportioned rooms. If not, re- 
member that balance and har- 
mony are more important than 
rigid symmetry. 

Remember that old pieces 
can take on new life if recov- 
ered. One of her favourite tech- 
niques is to have chairs 
'wrapped' in fabric in a bright 
colour or bold fabric.

Lighting 

Good lighting can transform 
an average room into something 
truly wonderful, Kelly be- 
lieves. She says: "Successful 
lighfing means having various 
lighf sources, which creafe 
pools of lighf exacfly where you 
wanf fhem." 

Use lights to accent objects 
or artwork, to wash light across 
a stone floor or plasfer wall, to 
throw a soft shadow effect on 
dark wooden surfaces or high- 
light a focal piece of furniture. 

Tips: Lighting doesn't have 
to be placed centrally in the 
ceiling. You can often achieve 
a better effect with lighting 
positioned to the sides, which 
sends beams across a room. 

If you want a central light 
make a statement with a stun- 
ning chandelier or sculptural 
pendant. 

In her flat, Kelly has lights 
placed at skirting height that 
send a wash of soft light across 
the floor. 

Accessories 

Cushions and fhrows are an 
easy, inexpensive way of add- 
ing fexture, colour and luxury. 

Kelly says: "I never fire of 
finding greaf combinafions of 
fabrics and embellishmenfs to 
use on cushions, and they can 
transform the look of a room in 
seconds." 

Buttons or stitching are an- 
other opportunity to bring in 
textural contrast but don't 
overdo it. In a mix of large and 
small cushions, confine orna- 
mentation to the small ones as 
they will be in the front. 

Tip: One of her signature 
looks for cushions is banding - 
using removable band of con- 
trasting material e.g a coarse 
linen cushion banded in deep 
velvet. 

"Take the banding off and 
you have plain linen, which is 
summery and relaxed. Add the 
banding and you have a more 
wintry, cosy feel.

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Sowing a new lawn 

If you are thinking of 
creating a new iawn and 
need to do it on a budget, 
then sowing it from seed is 
your cheapest option - and 
September or October is an 
ideai time to do it, when the 
ground is stiii warm and 
there’s a fair chance of rain. 

There are seed mixes for all 
areas of the garden - shady and 
dry, fine tufted or more resist- 
ant to wear and tear. Deeide what 
you want to use the lawn for and 
then ehoose the seed mixture 
aeeordingly. Make sure the seed 
you buy is the eurrent season’s 
stoek, as the germination of 
grass seed deteriorates with age. 

Preparation of the soil is the 
most important aspeet of a new 
lawn. Start by digging over the 
soil, removing stones and weeds, 
making sure you get rid of per- 
ennial weed roots whieh may 
prove a nuisanee later on if you 
don’t eradieate them now. You 
may need to apply systemie 
weedkiller to aetively growing 
weeds and leave them until they 
have died down eompletely. 

When you dig the site over, if 
the soil is at all eompaeted be- 
neath the surfaee, hire a 
rotovator whieh will eultivate to 
a fixed depth and break up any 
eompaeted soil underneath to

allow free drainage underneath. 

Ineorporate some organie 
matter sueh as well-rotted farm- 
yard manure, eompost or any 
organie soil eonditioner. 

The next stage is to level the 
ground. You need to firm the 
ground by taking shuffling steps 
over the area or laying a plank of 
wood on the ground and walking 
over it a few times. Move the plank 
aeross the site until you have 
firmed the whole area. This will 
avoid dips and bumps later on. 

Onee the ground is level, pro- 
duee a fine tilth on whieh to sow 
the seed. To do this, take a wide 
garden rake and rake the surfaee 
baekwards and forwards in all 
direetions, breaking any lumps 
of soil and removing any re- 
maining stones. 

A week before you sow the 
seed add a general lawn fertiliser 
and rake the surfaee. If it doesn’t 
rain, water the ground thor- 
oughly. 

Now you are ready to sow the 
seed. Seatter it as evenly as you 
ean, at a rate of around 35g per 
sq m (or follow paeket instrue- 
tions). To help, you eould plaee 
string or eanes a metre apart, the 
length and width of the lawn, 
ereating square metre portions. 

Lightly rake the surfaee of the 
soil to work the seed into the soil 
and partly eover it. Keep the 
lawn watered well with a sprin- 
kler if a dry spell oeeurs. 

Proteet the newly sown lawn 
from birds using netting and a 
green haze should appear in 
around a week to 1 0 days’ time.

What’s in store 

Many of us enjoy having plants inside the home and there- 
fore we have begun with one that we think is an excellent ex- 
ample of a more unusual but very attractive plant. The final 
two plants are amongst the more common plants that are seen 
in our gardens but we cannot fail to appreciate their place in 
our borders. 

Dipladenia sanderii belongs to a group of twining plants 
that are now more usually referred to as belonging to the 
Mandevilleas, therefore according to the date of your garden- 
ing books they can be listed as either. These plants will not 
tolerate frost and are more usually used in the house or con- 
servatory although during the summer months they will grow 
well in a sunny position that is shaded from the very hot mid- 
day sun in the garden. Give them a good soil mixture and water 
well during the summer but don’t give too much during the 
winter. 

Shrubs of Lantana camara are common in our gardens with 
the colours ranging from white and yellow through to the reds 
and bronzy shades all of which flower during many of the sum- 
mer months. It is not frost hardy and therefore does need ad- 
equate protection during the winter if there is a danger of frost. 
It is best grown in full sun in a well-drained soil mixture. Dur- 
ing the active growing period it does benefit from an applica- 
tion of liquid feed. Once established it grows rapidly and dur- 
ing early spring should be pruned back into shape. In frost-free 
areas it can be used as a flowering hedge. 

Lavandula angustifolia is probably one of the best-known 
lavenders and is much loved by bees. It is popular for its de- 
lightful aroma that can scent the whole area if you inadvert- 
ently brush against it. It has grey green leaves and of course 
pale or dark purple spiky flowers that can reach up to 8cm long. 
A native of the western Mediterranean region of Europe it needs 
a well drained soil mixture in full sun. As it grows up to one 
metre in height with a spread of even more, it may need cutting 
back during the spring.

Sweet peppers 

They’re colourful and tasty, growing happily in containers out- 
side or in a greenhouse and give a boost to salads or can be roasted 
and stuffed, or grilled. Sweet peppers need a sunny site and hot 
weather, so they are ideally grown in a warm, sheltered, sunny 
site which will help the fruit ripen. 

Seeds should be sown at 20C in pots of seed compost in late 
winter or early spring and transferred into 9cm pots when large 
enough, to grow on at 1 8C. After that, they can be transferred to 
larger tubs or into the garden and trained up canes and loops of 
string. 

Plants should be fed regularly with an all-purpose fertiliser until 
the flowers form and then potassium-rich feed while in flower. 
Peppers can be picked while still immature, or left to change col- 
our on the plant. The longer they are left, though, the fewer you 
will get. 

Good varieties include the bright orange bell pepper, ‘Gour- 
met’ and the early-cropping red pepper, ‘Gypsy’.

They were originally recom- 
mended to me 14 years ago 
when my Old English Sheep- 
dog, Sandy, was an enthusias- 
tic puppy at her first training 
lesson!!! I, honestly, felt she 
had not been too bad, but the 
trainers must have thought 
otherwise. They took me aside 
after the lesson and recom- 
mended that I get Sandy a 
Haiti. They explained that she 
was going to be a big dog, (she 
was my second OES so I was 
prepared,) and it would be 
much kinder for her if she was 
trained to use a Haiti. At that 
stage I had never heard of them. 

So, I acquired her, her first, 
and only Haiti. Yes it took a 
while for her to get used to it. 
First, they MUST be fitted 
correctly and be the correct 
size for the dog. When you first 
put them on, the dog will not 
settle immediately. I always 
train them gradually to wear 
them for a little while at home, 
no lead attached. Then once p 
they are used to that, add the 
lead before you even consider 
going out. Only when they are 
used to wearing the Haiti do 
you start taking them out on 
it.

Haiti collar when fitted correctly 
is fitted to the aquapuncture 
points and that helps calm an agi- 
tated dog. I have first hand ex- 
perience of this with Cleo who 
is nervous. 

When I was training her in the 
sea I had her Haiti off, some peo- 
ple approached her and she 
paniced and barked madly at 
them. This was out of character 
for her. I put her Haiti back on, 
20 mins later the same thing hap- 
pened and she did not react, no 
barking. I concluded that she 
must feel calmer. It is all conjec- 
ture as she cannot tell me. But, I 
have to say that both my 
Waterdogs are much calmer at 
the shows when they have the 
Haltis on, obviously they can- 
not wear them in the ring ! ! 

The Haiti makes several 
claims which I can only confirm. 
They stop pulling, this is so ob- 
vious with all my dogs, take them 
out minus Haiti and they pull, 
take them out with and bliss they 


walk calmly beside me. The 
Haiti guides the head and the 
body will automatically fol- 
low. They allow the dog to 
pant and drink. I am told that 
they can close a biters jaw, but 
having never owned a dog that 
bites I cannot confirm that. 
They correct misbehaviour 
and simplify training, yes I can 
confirm that. 

Clients have asked us for the 
padded Haiti, we now have 
them in stock. Obviously these 
will be more comfortable for 
short haired dogs, mine are all 
very furry!!

Balsa, The Lost City 

On Friday 21 September at 
6pm at the Museu do Trajo, in 
Sao Bras, Dr Luis Fraga da Silva 
will be delivering a talk (in Por- 
tuguese) on the subj eet ofhis re- 
eently published book, ‘Balsa, 
Cidade Perdida’ .

Sunshine 

In the mid 2 1 st century, the sun 
is dying, threatening to plunge 
mankind into total darkness. With- 
out enoughhghtto sustain plant life 
and replenish oxygen, or to warm 
the planet, the human race stands 
on the bri nk of extinction. 

A team of plucky astronauts 
embarks on a perilous mission to 
save the world. 


With Kaneda in charge, they 
head for the sun with the intention 
of delivering a nuclear payload, 
designed by Capa, into the heart of 
the dying star, thereby re-igniting 
the sun. 

As the team drifts out of radio 
contact with Earth, bitter rivalries 
and underlying tensions stir in the 
void. British director Danny 
Boyle blazes a trail back to more 
muscular, adult fare with this sus- 


penseful, science fiction adventure, 
scriptedby Alex Garland. Produc- 
tion designer Mark Tildesley and 
cinematographer Alwin Kuchler 
create a stunning vision of the near 
future. Labyrinthine corridors and 
foreboding chambers, reminiscent 
of the claustrophobic interiors of 
the Nostromo in Ridley’s Scott’s 
seminal 1979 film Alien, contrast 
with spectacular sequences in deep 
space, brought to fife with dazzhng 


special effects. 

Every frame is pristine, polished 
to perfection, and as the team nears 
the sun, clever lighting bathes the 
entire film in retina-searing white. 

Boyle’ s mastery of the compli- 
cated, technical elements is im- 
pressive and he sustains tension 
well, sucking our expectations out 
of the airlock with about 20 min- 
utes to go with an abrupt injection 
of pace.

Jon Stewart has been named the host for the 
80th Academy Awards, marking the 
comedian’s second appearance as emcee for 
the awards show. Stewart, who has won 
numerous Emmy awards for his work on Comedy 
Central’s The Doily Show, previously hosted two 
years ago, when the top award went to Crosh. 

It was announced the previous day that Oscar 
veteran Gilbert Cates was tapped as producer 
of the show, his 14th go-round. In the AMPAS 
official release, Cates was quoted as saying, 
“Jon was a terrific host for the 78th Awards. He is 
smart, quick, funny, loves movies and is a great 
guy. What else could one ask for?’’ Stewart 
himself said, “I’m thrilled to be asked to host the 
Academy Awards for the second time 
because, as they say, the third time’s a charm.’’

They’re convinced food gathered in hedgerows and 
fields is the best, and they’re going to prove it by travelling across the countryside 
in a vegetable-oil-fuelled vehicle, eating only what they can hunt, shoot, catch or 
harvest. But this is no survival test. The duo are determined to feast like kings, 
and if they can’t, they’ll go hungry. Apparently, such behaviour is commonplace 
on the continent. Whether anybody on this side of the Channel will take to foraging 
after tuning into this programme remains to be seen, but it should prove good fun, 
even if you still think nipping to your local supermarket is a better idea.

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Lesson From A Bean Field 


Recently I returned from 
spending two and a half months 
in my home country, the United 
States. It was a joy to drive 
down the highways and side 
roads of Iowa, a state known 
predominantly for farming. I 
have heard that pigs outnumber 
people in Iowa and I suppose 
it is true. Between the cities and 
towns, the highways are lined 
by large fields of either com or 
soybeans. 

While in Iowa, I sent a post- 
card to one of my Portuguese 
colleagues and friends. Having 
never traveled to the United 
States and not knowing any- 
thing about the part of the coun- 
try I am from, she was quite 
surprised to see grassy areas 
among the buildings that com- 
prise the city skyline. My 
friend explained that from what 
she had seen in the movies, she 
had always assumed the United 
States was all huge concrete cit- 
ies like New York, Los Ange- 
les and Chicago. 

Des Moines, a city of 
300.000 people is the state capi- 
tol. You can find all the shop- 
ping and entertainment you 
desire but it is also easy to find 
your way back to the country 
roads dotted with farmhouses, 
picket fences and silos. This 
summer I noticed that soybean 
fields have a beauty all their 
own. Ifone is well cared for, you 
will see acre after acre of clean, 
straight rows. However, some 


fields are less cared for and you 
can see weeds and other plants 
sprouting up in the middle of 
what should be soybeans. A 
bean field with too many weeds 
is a danger and a detriment be- 
cause the weeds choke out the 
bean plants and keep them from 
producing as they should. 
Weeds steal the nutrients the 
beans need to survive and to 
thrive. 

I spent lots of time on the 
road driving past bean fields 
thinking about how sin and the 
worries and cares of our lives can 
choke out what is good and 
beautiful. God desires us to 
have a life that is productive and 
fmitful. The Bible is God's 
message to us and it is our guide 
to the abundant, joyous life He 
desires each of His children to 
live. However, many things in 
this world threaten to choke out 
the goodness of God’ s plan for 
His children. A wise believer 
will carefully pluck out these 
“weeds” just as the farmer cares 
for his precious crops.

F inancial market turmoil to 
dominate talks at Oporto meet 

Recent instability on world financial markets and its possible negative impact on the European economy will be the 
main theme of discussion among EU finance ministers (ECOFIN) during their two-day informal meeting beginning this 
Friday in the northern Portuguese city of Oporto. 


Portuguese F inance Minister 
Fernando Teixeira dos Santos 
will chair the ECOFIN encoun- 
ter of his 26 EU counterparts, 
being joined by central bank 
governors, members of the Eu- 
ropean Commission and offi- 
cials from the European Central 
Bank(ECB). 

In comments to the Lusa 
News Agency, Teixeira dos 
Santos said he hoped the “j oint 
analysis will results in a com- 
mon position and perspectives 
for the evolution of the situation 


(in financial markets), in relation 
to which we will remain vigilant 
and prudent.” 

Portugal’s finance minister 
added that he remained “con- 
vinced there will be reasons to 
bolster confidence in the future 
evolution of markets” and “de- 
spite some uncertainty, the foun- 
dations of economic growth con- 
tinue to be solid.” 

Among issues being discussed 
by the 27 EU finance ministers 
will be the management of the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund, as 


well as the candidature of 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn, Eu- 
rope ’ s candidate for new chief of 
the world financial body. 

The ministers will also discuss 
proposals to improve the quality 
of state finances in EU member 
states through structural reforms 
and “best practices” in this sec- 
tor, Teixeira dos Santos told Lusa. 

The informal ECOFIN meet- 
ing, taking place in Oporto ’ s riv- 
erside Custom’s House, will be 
preceded by the usual meeting of 
finance minister from the 13 


eurozone countries, collec- 
tively known as the eurogroup. 
This meeting is being chaired by 
Luxembourg’ s prime minister 
Jean Claude- Juncker, also his 
country’s finance minister. 

Ahead of this Friday ’ s two- 
day ECOFIN gathering in 
Oporto, European Commis- 
sioner for Economic and Mon- 
etary Affairs Joaquin Almunia 
saidhe hoped themeetingwould 
create “points of consensus” to 
aid “recovery and confidence” 
in financial markets. TPN/Lusa

Scolari loses his head 



Fernandes goes 
for third straight 
Beijing title

Proud Portugal 
makes World 
Cup debut 


Four second-half tries without reply gave 
Scotland a 56-1 0 win over a brave 
Portuguese XV, who were making their 
debut at the IRB Rugby World Cup. 



Despite the conceding more 
than 50 points, Portugal sur- 
prised by putting in a brave dis- 
play against their seasoned op- 
ponents. 

The biggest cheer of the match 
was reserved for Pedro 
Carvalho’s 28th minute try for 
Portugal, which came after their 
first period of prolonged pres- 
sure in the Scotland 22. They 
bravely tapped a penalty and 
Pinto offloaded for the wing to 
score and spark huge celebra- 
tions. 

The euphoria of Portugal’s 
first ever RWC try had barely 
died down when Scotland centre 
Rob Dewey broke through to 
score, but Pinto then kicked a 
penalty before Portugal had 
flanker Joao Uva sin-binned just 
before halftime. 

Carvalho thought he had 
scored a second try while Portu- 
gal were down to 1 4-men, but his 
celebrations were cut short when 
he realised referee Steve Walsh 
had ruled him to have been off-

The Portuguese national football coach is 
facing a lengthy ban from European football 
governing body UEFA after attempting to 
punch a Serbian player during a Euro 2008 
qualifying match in Lisbon on Wednesday 
evening. 


Luiz Felipe Scolari is in hot 
water after lashing out at Serbian 
fullback Dragutinovic shortly 
after the final whistle in a match 
between Portugal and Serbia that 
ended in a 1 - 1 draw when Portu- 
gal conceded a goal three minutes 
before the end, just as they had 
four days earlier in their 2-2 draw 
with Poland. 

The draw leaves Portugal third 
in their qualifying group from 
which two teams will qualify, 
and are now two points behind 
F inland and four adrift of Poland. 

Speaking after the match, and 
shortly after having appeared to 
have at least intended to punch a 
Serbian player, Scolari vented his 
anger at referee Markus Merk. 

“The offside goal is a disgrace. 
He was a metre offside. We made 
mistakes but this referee always 
makes mistakes against us”, said 
Scolari. 

Regarding claims he had 
punched an opposing player, he 
said: “That’ s a lie. I didn’t touch 
him nor square up to him, I only 
defended Quaresma. That is why 
I had to open my arms. I was try- 
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ing to keep the Serb away from 
Quaresma. 

“Let UEFA examine what they 
have to examine. Iff have to re- 
spond to UEFA I will. It was a 
normal occurrence. Words ex- 
changed, a shove andnothing else. 
There is nothing they can charge 
me with”, said the world cham- 
pion manager. 

Regarding criticisms levelled 
at him by Serbian manager Javier 
Clemente, Scolari said: “I don’t 
want to know what he said. I am 
sure he did not look at what his 
team did”. 

Javier Clemente had said after 
the game that “a person like him 
has to find a new profession, he 
is not a good example and should 
not be in the world of sport”. 

Dragutinovic, the player in- 
volved in the tussle with Scolari 
meanwhile explained his ver- 
sions of events. 

“He only touched me slightly, 
because I veered away I don’t 
know why he did it, but I never 
thought a manager would do 
something like that”, said the full- 
back.
